He went up 
to the level of the third floor—perhaps 
a little higher. 

His natural recklessness accentuated 
by drink, Miller seized a narrow pro- 
jecting ledge and, letting go both feet, 
drew himself up by his hands alone.

Tensely dramatic was the beginning 
of the trial of Capt. Charles E. Dixon 
by the Police Commission last night. 
The attitude of Dixon, the complain- 
ing witness, W. D. Gage; the specta- 
tors, who crushed in the small Coun- 
cll chamber and stood open-mouthed, 
and the commission itself all lent zest 
to the setting. 

When Gage, a silver-haired man of 
45, with flashing eyes and trembling 
voice, repeated the denial he hurled at 
Dixon in the latter's office May 10 to 
„ he leaned to- 
ward the defendant, shouted the de- 
nial and shook his finger at him. So 
excited with indignation did Gage be- 
come several times that the Mayor 
had to warn him not to lose self- 


dispatched hurriedly. 

It was in this first star-chamber 
session that Chief Galloway submit- 
ted his letter reporting the resignation 
of Patrolman B. R. Parker, which 
later created a sensation in the Dixon 
camp when read before the commis- 
sion in open session. It was on the 
strength of this letter that the com- 
mission decided to refuse acceptance 
of Parker’s resignation and to make 
him stand trial and take d 
discharge. Parker said last night he 
would not answer the citation against 
him, which was made returnable next 
Monday night. 

PARKER PRELIMINARY. 

The preliminary skirmish was the 
Parker case. He was the “purity 
squad” member who brought Gage to 
Dixor’s office, where the brutal insult 
was offered Gage. Discussing Parker, 
the Chief had this to say of Dixon 
and his squad: 

“Parker has been the leading mem- 
ber of , team, consisting of Parker 
and Mack, plain-clothes men working 
out of Capt. Dixon's office on pros- 
titution. Ever since my connection 
with the department, incidents have 
occurred along the line of this work 
which convinced me that there was 
something wrong, either with the 
methcds or the men, but it was a 
hard matter, owing to the close or- 
ganization obtaining in the captain's 
office and the wide ramifications of 
interests hedging about the work of 
the plain-clothes squad and especially 
the gambling and prostitution teams.”

A feature of interest is the dissatis-

that has passed. It is understood to 
cut out their freak primary law, to cut 
down the residential qualification to six 


months and to wipe out the Democratic 


legislative measure that disfranchised 
the Mexican voters. 

It will take about a year to complete 
the details of Statehood formation. The 
first step will be a proclamation by the 
Governor calling a ‘constitutional con- 
vention of fifty-two delegates, appor- 
tio among the counties accor to 
the last vote for Congressman. The 
election can be held in september and 
the convention may meet early in Oc- 
tober, at the Territorial Capitol in 
Phoenix. The work of the session 
must be concluded within sixty days, 
which should place the Constitution in 
the hands of the Governor by the mid- 
dle of December 
In sixty days more must come the 

by. which the voters will ap- 
prove or reject the Constitution. As it 
will probably be approved, however 
weird, the President of the United 
States will probably have the docu- 
ment in hand by the last day of Febru- 
ary. If he approves it and Congress 
concurs, it May pass the gauntiet at, 
Washington by the date of the ending 
of the short term of Congress, March 4, 
1911. 
About the middie of March the Gov- 
ernor will receive notice of the ap- 
proval and will issue a cai! for an elec- 
tion of State and county officers, which 
will be held not outer than sixty 
days from the time of such proclama- 
tion. That would bring the election 
about May 16 of 1911. Possibly a month 
more would be needed to transmit the 
returns to the President and for the 
promulgation of the President's procla- 
mation that the new State has been ad- 
mitted to the Union, he naming a 
date upon which the newly -elected 
cers shall take their seats.

It means bet- 
ter and more efficient and intelligent 
physicians. Where the schools now 
graduate three physicians, under the 
new system they would graduate but 
one, but that one would be a ver 
clan, a benefit to the public and 
credit to his col 

“The present method in medicine is 
too hurried, too much book learning 
and too little observation and 
practice on the part of the students. 
Of the number of graduated physicians 
each year only 10 per cent. obtain ap- 
pointments to hospitals for their two 
years’ training, the other 90 per cent. 
invariably hang their shingles and 
begin practice without hospital train-
